WAY FOUND TO CONSTRUCT 
TRAINING PLANES OF STEEL 


DOWNEY, Cal., Aug. 13 (AP).— 
The Southern California plant of 
Vultee Aircraft, Inc., will be con- 
verted largely to production of 
training planes made mostly of 
steel, thus releasing additional 
aluminum for fighter and bomber 
planes, 

G. M. Williams, vice-chairman of 
the Vultee board of directors, made 
the announcement, explaining that 
steel construction is possible 
through a new process of combin- 
ing thin sheet steel with “expand- 
ed metal,” developed at the com- 
pany’s research division at Detroit. 
A steel grillwork similar to metal 
lath used in building construction, 
the “expanded metal,” is welded to 
thin steel plates, providing in- 
creased rigidity and strength in re- 
lation to weight. 

Williams said the new construc- 
tion would permit employment of 
electric spot welding, replacing the 
use of thousands of hand-driven 
rivets customary in aluminum 
plane construction.

BUS PARKING AT RIVER 
TQ BEGIN MONDAY 


Memorial Area Will Provide 
Room for 200 
~ Vehicles. 


Parking of surplus Public Serv- 
ice Co, busses of all downtown 
lines on the riverfront memorial 
area between morning and eve- 
ning rush hours, to conserve tires 
and gasoline and to reduce traffic 
congestion by eliminating trips of 
empty busses to their garages, 
will be begun Monday, it was an- 
nounced today by Director of 
Streets and Sewers Arthur C. 
Meyers. 


Paving of a section of the me- 
morial site adjoining Third street, 
between Washington avenue and 
Pine street, with an asphaltic sur- 
face was completed today. The 
busses will be parked on this 
area, four blocks long and rang- 
ing from 65 to 90 feet wide. About 
200 busses can be accommodated. 

Permission to use the graded 
but unimproved memorial prop- 
erty for this purpose was granted 
by the National Park Service after 
it was advocated by Joseph B. 
Eastman, director of the Office of 
Defense Transportation, as a con- 
servation measure. 

Public Service Co. officials esti- 
mate 100,000 bus miles will be 
saved monthly by the parking ar- 
rangement, which will eliminate 
two empty trips daily across the 
city for each bus. 

Cost of paving the area, which 
was done by city employes, will be 
borne by the Public Service Co., 
Meyers said. 

Use of the area as a bus parking 
space probably will continue for 
the duration of the war, Meyers 
related, as the National Park Serv- 
ice, has indicated Government 
funds for widening Third street 
onto the area of the parking space 
would not be granted until after 
the war. 

Lines using the parking facilities 
will be the Page, Walnut Park, 
Natural Bridge, Delmar, Lindell, 
Cherokee, Tower Grove, Gravois 
and Lindenwood. At the start 
about 165 busses on these lines 
will use the parking space during 
the slack hours, doing away with 
two empty trips daily over Wash- 
ington avenue and Market street 
downtown. 

One of the dual-motored coaches 
formerly used on the Gravois line 
will be converted into a temporary 
office on the parking site. Seats 
have been removed and will be re- 
placed with desks and benches for 
a crew of two supervisors, two me- 
chanics, a clerk and an equipment 
man who will be on duty there. 

Operators of the parked busses 
will be paid as though they drove 
the busses back and forth to the 
garages, being given allowances 
for travelisg time, the company 
said, 


6 1-2 CENT PAY RISE GIVEN 
GENERAL ELECTRIC EMPLOYES 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (AP).—The 
General Electric Co, announced to- 
day a wage increase of 5% cents 
an hour to all employes who are 
members of the United Electrical

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Copy of Note to U. S. 
Nazis, Telling of His 


Sent to President. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP).— 
The Dies Committee, it was iearned 
today, will send to President 
Roosevelt this week a copy of a 
confidential letter sent from Ger- 
many to Nazi sympathizers in the 
United States, advising them that 
Walter Kappe had been appointed 
to head a “fifth column” front in 
this country. 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation is seeking Kappe in con- 
nection with its investigation of a 
Nazi sabotage ring and has 
charged he was associated -with 
the six saboteurs executed here 
last Saturday. 

Signed by Kappe, whom the F. 
B. I. described ag head of “a con- 
templated German sabotage organ- 
ization,” the letter, bearing the 
salutation “Heil Hitler,” said: “I 
have accepted the leadership of the 
Comradeship USA. ... on the 
grounds that a central office of 
the Comradeship USA must also 
exist in time of war... , I depend 
upon the co-operation of every- 
one.” 

17,000 Persons Named. 

In view of the fact Kappe has 
had more than a year and a half 
to operate in this country, since 
the letter was written, the com- 
mittee is reported to have taken 
the position that all persons identi- 
fied with Nazi movements in Amer- 
ica should be under constant sur- 
veillance, 

Along with the letter, it was 
learned, the committee will send 
to the White House the names of 
about 17,000 persons whose past ac- 
tivities indicate Nazi sympathies. 

About 3000 of the names are of 
persons the committee says con- 
tributed to the “Kyffhauserbund,” 
and several thousand others iden- 
tified as being associatéd with the 
“American-German  Volksbund,” 
which Kappe’s letter described as 
“by far the most active and most 
indoctrinated combat group in 
American-Germanism. .. .” 

Written in German. 

How the letter came into the 
committee’s possession was not 
disclosed. It was written in Ger- 
man, dated at Stuttgart, Germany, 
January, 1941, and bore an ad- 
monition that those who received it 
were to keep it confidential. It 
was numbered one of what pre- 
sumably was a series of instruc- 
tions sent out by Kappe from the 
House of Germanism, Stuttgart. 

“It is meant exclusively for the 
members of the Comradeship 
USA,” said a prefacing note, 

After describing the obstacles 
confronted in the United States 
by German groups, particularly 
from investigations by the Dies 
Committee, Kappe’s letter said: 

“It would be a mistake, however, 
to conclude from what has been 
said in this report that American- 
Germanism has in this fateful hour 
entirely failed. However, it lacks 
the organizational structure; it 
lacks, in many cases, the national 
strength and discipline, but in 
their hearts the Germans of Amer- 
ica experience very deeply the 
powerful revolution in Europe. 
They follow breathlessly on their 
short-wave receivers every phase 
of the German struggle and they 
always feel’ themselves strength- 
‘ened in their pride in their Ger-

It declared that the 
supervision of copy by Army of- 
ficers on the tour “was in general 
ill-informed, chaotic and _  arbi- 
trary,” and that “on occasion it 
grew bad-tempered.” As a direct 
consequence of the trip, the article 
asserted “a drastic reorganization 
of Army censorship appears 
likely.” 
In contrast to the Navy’s Cen- 
tral Bureau of Public Relations, 
with sole authority and responsi- 
bility for issuing news releases, 
it was pointed out that the Army 
had four such offices. At the top 
was the War Department’s Bureau 
ef Public Relations, under Maj. 
Gen, Alexander D. Surles. But the 
Air Corps, the Ground Forces and 
the Services of Supply each had 
its own press section. 
“In theory,” the article stated, 


all Army censorship and informa- 


tion head up to the desk of Gen. 
Surles., In practice, the four of- 
fices put out their respective 
stories independently, with little 
co-operation of policy or timing, 
and often, it appears, in unmis- 
takeable competition.” 


For the N. A. M. tour, the Army 
provided three rélays of officers in 
pairs, all from the press section 
of the Services of Supply, headed 
by Col. A. Robert Ginsburgh. The 
chief of the Air Forces press has 
been Col. Arthur L. Ennis, and 
that of the ground forces is Col. 
William F. Nee, The Air Forces 
section was the largest, with about 
70 officers, The Services of Supply 
mustered more than 25 press offi- 
cers, while the ground forces, 
which have been little in the public 
eye, had only two or three. 


It may be said on good author- 
ity that top officers of the Bureau 
of Public Relations were deeply 
shocked by the ignorance and ar- 
rogance of some of the Army 
censors on tour, and were puzzled 
as to how Col. Ginsburgh could 
have assigned such “incompetents” 
to the trip.

Stimson Says Merit Basis 
Has Been Adhered to 
Strictly, With Few ‘Mis- 
takes.’ ) 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson said to- 
day that Army policy for commis- 
sioning officers direct from civil 
life was drawn carefully to grant 
such commissions strictly on the 
basis of merit, and to prevent fa- 
voritism, 


Asked at his press conference 
about criticism directed at the 
Army for showing favoritism to 
“socialites” or on the basis of per- 
sonal influence, Stimson replied 
that he had devoted a great deal 
of his time to preventing just that. 


For a long time, he said, all pro- 
posed commissions for civilians 
had to be submitted for his per- 


sonal approval. When the size of 
the Army became such that he 
could no longer check them _per- 
sonally, he dictated a policy for 
the guidance of the adjutant gen- 
eral and set up a five-man board 
headed ‘by Gen. Malin Craig, for- 
mer chief of staff, to interpret the 
policy and its application to spe- 
cific cases. 

In general, said Stimson, only ex- 
traordinary circumstances could 
justify granting a commission 
through any but the regular chan- 
nels, such as officer candidate 
schools and the Reserve Officer 
Training Corps. 

“I am confident,” he said, “that 
there has been no general or seri-: 
ous lapse from that policy. Of 
course, in the time I have been 
here the force of officers in the 
Army has increased from fewer 
than 15,000 to more than 240,000, 
and in any such increase as that 
some mistakes were bound to oc- 
cur. 

“However, my conscience is clear 
that I have done all that I could 
do to prevent such mistakes, and 
that the men working with me 
have done all they can do.”

Would Double Revenues, 

If the N. A. M. program were 
enacted, it would double the 17 
billion dollars in revenues existing 
laws were expected to produce in 
the current fiscal year, beginning 
last July 1. 

The House bill now pending be- 
fore the Senate committee would 
add $6,271,000,000, its enactment 
boosting estimated revenues to 
$23,271,000,000 in the first full year 
of operation. This compared with 
an N. A. M. suggestion that $35,- 
200,000,000 be raised in 1943, com- 
bined with a two billion dollar cut 
in non-war expenditures, 

The N. A. M. proposal to collect 
$13,500,000,000 in corporation taxes 
in 1943 compares with a total of 
$10,287,800,000 in income, excess 
profits and declared value excess 
profits taxes that would be levied 
against business firms in the first 
full year under the rates estab- 
lished in the pending bill. The lat- 


ter figure was based on Treasury 
estimates of the level of income for 
the calendar year 1942, : 

Individual income taxes under 
| the new bill would total $7,917,100,- 
000 on the same basis, whereas the 
N. A. M. proposed to take nine 
billion from individuals in 1943, 

The Treasury has said that rev- 
enues from taxes on miscellaneous 
items, liquor and commodities sub- 
ject to excises would mount to 
$6,100,000,000 under the new bill, 
while the N. A. M. proposed $7,- 
500,000,000 from these sources. 

The Treasury has opposed a 
sales tax, which the N. A. M. said 
would raise $5,200,000,000 at 8 per 
cent. 

To support the plea for a sales 
tax, Cowdin pointed out “the peo- 
ple in 22 states and two of the 
largest cities comprising half the 
population” already pay such 
taxes, 

Urges Drastic Action. 

“About all the ingredients of a 
runaway inflation are with us 
now,” Cowdin declared, “and we 
heads in the sand. We must take 
drastic action. 

“A sales tax will be one step in 
that direction, and we urge con- 
sideration of compulsory savings 
as an additional step.” 

For corporations, Cowdin urged 
that normal taxes be deducted be- 
fore the excess profits tax is com- 
puted. 

Last March the N. A. M. recom- 
mended a combined normal and 
war surtax of 40 per cent and a 90 
per cent excess profits tax. 

“We recommend most earnest- 
ly that the combined normal and 
war surtax not exceed 40 per cent,” 
Cowdin said. Since a higher rate 
“is bound to cripple the many 
thousands of companies which are 
not directly engaged in the war 
effort.” 

He said he was disturbed by “a 
widespread feeling on the part of 
business men that there had crept 
into the tax bill definite restric- 
tions on business which would 
change the free system we have 
in this country.” 

Cowdin urged that a post-war 
tax credit of 10 per cent be estab- 
lished both to help finance the war 
and to cushion peacetime read- 
justment. 

Such a cushion, he suggested, 
could be set up by allowing com- 
panies to buy federal bonds up to 
10 per cent of taxable net income, 
the money paid to be allowed as a 
tax credit. Non-negotiable and 
non-interest bearing, such securi- 
ties would be paid off over a pe- 
riod of 10 years following the war.

BOOKS TO BE LIMITED BY U. S. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18 (AP).—A 
stockholder’s right of access to the 
books of a corporation will be lim- 
ited hereafter in the interests of 
national safety, Col. Richard A. 
McGee, chairman of the Commit- 
tee for Protection of Information, 
told a gathering of trade associa- 
tion representatives yesterday. He 
spoke at a luncheon during the 
War Production Board’s three-day 
training conference. 

“A legitimate stockholder may 
examine the books of his corpo- 
ration as heretofore, providing his 
request for information is cleared 
through our office,” Col. McGee 
said, “This is done to prevent a 
man from purchasing one share of 
stock and then prying through the 
books of a company for informa- 
tion that might be of aid to *the

WLB and four other war 
agencies moved to overcome a 
manpower shortage in the copper 
mining industry and planned con- 
sideration of wage and union shop 
demands of copper, lead and zinc 
workers on an industry-wide basis. 

Wage Increase in Dispute. 

The “Big Steel” dispute centered 
on the corporation’s disapproval of 
a 5% cents an hour increase, or- 
dered by the board in the “Little 
Steel” case a month ago, and also 
of making any increase retroactive 
to a date earlier than Aug. 9 
when the wage agreement with the 
union expired. 

The board’s decision in Little 
Steel created a formula limiting 
increases between Jan., 1941, and 
May, 1942, to 15 per cent. Workers 
thus were allowed 3.2 cents an hour 
more, plus 2.3 cent§ an hour on 
the premise they had a further 
equity because their case had been 
pending since February. 

WLB sources said United States 
Steel disputed the union’s claim 
to the extra 2.3 cents and con- 
tended the pay increase should not 
be retroactive because there was 
no dispute until a week ago. 

Copper Wage Stabilization. 

A War Production Board official 
said that board, with WLB, the 
War Manpower Commission, the 
Army’s services of supply, and Of- 
fice of Price Administration, was 
deliberating on a plan-to get more 
workers into the copper mines and 
prevent those there from quitting 
for higher paid jobs in shipyards 
and other war plants. 

Anecessary step, the spokesman 
said, would be stabilization of 
wages on an industry wide scale 
at levels competitive with other 
industries. 


CIO Officers Object to Wage Freez- 
ing Proposal.

Molzahn, a Philadelphia Lutheran 
pastor, was helping in his plans 
to leave the United States. 

Kunze was arrested in Mexico

abroad to deliver. military secrets 
gathered in America. 

The Rev, Mr. Molzahn, cross-ex- 
amined by Assistant Prosecutor Jo- 
seph P. Cooney about ameeting he 
had with the Rev Father Pelypen- 
ko last summer, asserted: 

“Tf I had known he (the priest) 
was a conspirator, I would have 
acted differently.” 

“You mean if you had known 
that he was acting for the F. B. I. 
you would have acted differently,” 
Cooney interjected. 

“He was a conspirator,” the Rev. 
Mr. Molzahn insisted. “He was a 
conspirator. I came to this con- 
clusion when I heard his 
mony.” 

The Rev. Rr. Pelypenko has 
told the jury he worked for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation as 
a part-time counter - espionage 
agent and had ingratiated himself 
with the alleged plotters by repre- 
senting himself as a person inter- 
ested in spreading German propa- 
ganda among Ukrainians in this 
country.

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TWO FRONTS 
LIKELY IN RUSSIA 


By MAJ. GEORGE 
FIELDING ELIOT.

RE is a distinct possibility 
that we may see two separate 
major fronts in Russia—a main 

front extending from the Baltic 
to the vicinity of Stalingrad and 
the head of the Caspian Sea and 
a second front in the Caucasus. In 
this case, the main front would be 
supplied from the remaining Rus- 
sian industrial centers and, as far 
as British-American munitions are 
the Arctic 
ports;. the Caucasian front would 
have very little in the way of Rus- 
sian industry to draw on, though 
it would have plenty of oil, and 
would be dependent for munitions 
very largely on Allied shipping 
through the Persian Gulf. 
This division of the Russian front 
into two parts has already come 
close to realization. There can 
now be no direct communication 
between the Soviet main armies 
and those in the Caucasus except 
by way of the Caspian Sea or by 
the single line of railroad along 
the shore of the Caspian from As- 
trakhan to Baku. The Germans 
appear to be pushing eastward to- 
ward the Grozny oil fields, but 
they are a long way from the 
shore of the Caspian. If they reach 
it, the last rail connection will be 
cut between the two fronts, though 
shipping on the Caspian will still 
be able to take oil northward from 
Baku and munitions southward to 
the Caucasian front. The Russians 
maintain a flotilla of destroyers 
and gunboats in the Caspian Sea. 

The division of the Soviet front 
into two parts will not necessarily 
be disastrous. The Reds have un- 
questionably created large military 
depots south of the Caucasus 
range which should be capable of 
maintaining the Caucasus armies 
through the winter. Great im- 
provements have been made in rail 
and road communications of Iran 
and Iraq and another winter's 
work should see these communica- 
tions in. excellent condition. 

As long, therefore, as the Rus- 
sian armies can hold the passes of 


the Caucasus and keep the Ger- 


mans out of the main oil fields of 
Baku, and as long as the Reds 
continue te control the Caspian 
Sea and hold the ports on its nor- 
thern shore from which railways 
and pipelines extend into the heart 
of Russia, there is no occasion to 
consider the “situation desperate 
merely because. the Caucasjan 
front may have been separated 
from the main front. |

APPEALS MADE TO BRITISH 
TO REOPEN TALKS IN INDIA 


Majority of Population Would Welcome Any 
Honorable Settlement, Writer Says—Eng- 
lish Say Disorders Must Stop First. 


T 


The fundamental causes for the 
upheaval in India are still un- 
touched. There has been a flood 
of appeals from Indian organiza- 
tions and individuals for the Brit- 
ish Government to renew its ef- 
forts to seek a settlement with the 
Indian nationalists which would 
put an end to civil disobedience 
and enlist India in the United Na- 
tions’ war effort. The British po- 
sition is that, inasmuch as Mo- 
handas K. Gandhi has thrown 
down the challenge of open revolt 
with full cognizance of the risks 
involved, the British cannot be ex- 
pected to take the initiative and 
reopen negotiations. while under 
pressure of disorder and lawless- 
ness. 

Reactions so far demonstrate 
that, while the majority of India’s 
population would heartily welcome 
any kind of honorable settlement 
between the Government and the 
All-India Congress party, there is 
no weakening in the widespread 
Indian sentiment that the British 
shoud make bigger concessions to 
India’s yearning for freedom. 


Moslems Op It. 

Among major minority parties, 
the powerful Moslem League has 
been unequivocal in its opposition 
to the. present movement. 

Others are straddling the issue. 
Even such organizations as the 
Hindu Mahasaba.and the Indian 
Communist party, both of which

Were Mr. Gandhi a genuine revo- 
lutionist, he would take an entirely 
different advantage of the situa- 
tion of his country.

Instead of fixing his eye single- 
mindedly upon the ancient enemy, 
the British Empire, he would ob- 
serve the alliance of forces in the 
world. Colonial imperialism is 
breaking up, by consent, on the one 
side, and is being rejuvenated on 
the other. 


By a combination of circum- 
starices the allies of Britain have 
become the greatest anti-imperial- 
ist powers: China, Russia, the 
United States. This fact offered 
Mr. Gandhi his historic opportun- 
ity. That was to align himself 
against the new imperialisms, but 
at a price, a price to be guaran- 
teed by China,. Russia, and the 
United States. He had this chance 
when Cripps went to India. His 
opportunity was to participate in 
the war against the aggressive 
young imperialists, Germany and 
Japan, for the price of Indian free- 
dom. 


But the spirit of a rebel and a 
doctrinaire pacifism prevented him 
from being a revolutionary states- 
man. *

NMstatesmanship, as in life, there 
are scales of truth and value,

Henry J. Kaiser, West Coast 
shipbuilder who has been assured 
of a contract to produce Mars 
planes in his shipyards_if he can 
convince the War Production 
Board that he will not take scarce 
materials from other phases of the 
war program, has said that he 
could get the big cargo ships in 
production in 10 months. When he 
was here recently, however, he 
said that this would be 10 months 


from four to five months, accord- 
ing to veteran plane builders here. 


Doubtful of Kaiser Plan. 


Understandably, technicians and 
experts here have a certain skepti- 
cism about the Kaiser proposal. 
They have been building planes for 
many years on Government order. 
They Delieve in mass production, 
yes, but they point out that mass 
production is possible only when 
a large number of units are to be 
made. Orders for planes from the 
Government, Martin points out, are 
rarely for more than 500 or 1000 
of one type. 


In contrast, the motor manufac- 
turers make 1,000,000 units of a 
standard type motor car before 
the designs or the machine tools 
are altered. Tin cans are as nearly 
completely mass produced as any 
article. Forty million cans of one 
type are made from the same de- 
sign, the same jigs and tools. 


When it comes to making a big, 
complicated plane—with an order 
of 500 or 1000—the elements of 
cost and time enter in the con- 
struction of tools to do a mass pro- 
duction job. Pointing this out, 
plane manufacturers with long ex- 
perience have continued to reserve 
judgment on the capacity and 
speed of such supposedly mass 
production projects as Henry 
Ford’s Willow Run bomber plant.

No Monopolistic Purposes. 
Hay, who was a member of the 
IRC when it was sent to the Unit- 
ed States in 1940 to discuss Ameri- 
can defense needs, said that, from

He is 
for non-violence and creates vio- 
lence; he is for non-aggression and 
attracts aggression; He is for the 
victory of Russia and China and 
strengthens Japan and Germany;

And 
all because he hates the British 
Empire! 

Because Mr. Gandhi is confused, 
it is not necessary that we become 
confused. I am for the freedom of 
India—but not at the cost of the 
freedom of the rest of the world.

PARA, Brazil. —After seven sun- 
roasted days in lifeboats, 34 
survivors of the Panamanian 
ship S. S. Cardina, torpedoed 
by an Italian submarine 450 
miles off the Brazilian coast, 
‘en July 15, reached Para (Belem) 
‘on June 23—only to wait eight days 
more, without a cent for cigarettes, 
dental plates or spare. socks, vic- 
tims of oversight by our Govern- 
ment in not providing funds for 
the emergency relief of ship- 
wrecked seamen. 

Subsisting on charity drinks and 
lodging in hotels on credit, per- 
sonally guaranteed by the Ameri- 
can Consul, most of the men had 
only what clothes they stood in— 
overalls, shirts and shoes, 

Highteen of the 34 are Ameri- 
eans. The others, beginning with 
Capt. Einar Falnes, a Norwegian, 
are Swedes, Finns, a lone French- 
man and a Spaniard who fought 
against Gen. Francisco Franco for 
three years. 

A Half-Bottle of Beer. 

Demoralized by waiting ashore 
‘for more than a week, without 
money for toothpaste and clean 
clothes, some of the men became 
involved in a fight in Para’s Grand 
Hotel, on the evening of June 27, 
with a waiter who demanded pre- 
payment for a half-bottle of beer. 
This developed into a free-for-all 
between Brazilian waiters, by- 
standers and police against six of 
the sailors, joined by four Ameri- 
can construction gang workers at 
the local airport. The Americans 
were jailed for 36 hours and eventu- 
ally released to American Consul 
Jay Walker, 

One sailor said: “We were bums 
because we hadn’t any clothes.” 

Treated as bums, the men re- 
acted violently in a distressing 
flareup of tension. It would not 
have happened, according to resi- 
dents here, if there had been 
money immediately available to 
furnish them the decencies of life. 
There isn’t a Panamanian consul 
in most places, including Para, and 
the American consul hasn’t any 
funds. 

The S. S. Cardina belonged to an 
American firm, Bulk Carriers Cor- 
poration of New York, and had 
been transferred to the Panama- 
nian flag in May, 1940, to avoid 
certain United States navigation 
rules. 

Instructions Not Heeded. 

Instructions from the owners for 
the Lloyd Brasileiro Shipping Co. 
here, to pay all relief expenses, 
were received on June 26—three 
days after the survivors arrived 
at Para. To make matters worse, 
the local manager of Lioyd Bra- 
gileiro did nothing. about the in- 
structions until June 30.

Don’t be afraid to alter 
your favorite cake and cookie reci- 
pes by replacing the sugar with 
honey. To replace the sugar in 
cake or cookie recipe, reduce the 
milk or other liquid called for in 
the recipe one-fourth cup for each 
cup of honey used. 

Here are some honey recipes: 

Honey Rolls. 

One cup milk, one-quarter cup 
fat, one-third cup honey, one cake 
compressed yeast softened in one- 
quarter lukewarm water, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, four cups 
flour, one egg. 

Scald milk, add fat and honey, 
cool to lukewarm. Add yeast, salt 
and two cups of flour. Then add 
beaten egg and remainder of flour 
to form a soft dough, Knead light- 
ly till smooth. Let raise twice, 
then form into rolls. Let rise till 
light. Bake at 400 degrees about 
20 minutes, 

Honey Cake. 

One-half cup shortening, one-half 
cup sugar, one-half cup honey, two 
egg yolks, two cups sifted cake 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-quarter teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup milk (scant measure), one 
teaspoon flavoring. 

Cream shortening, add sugar and 
blend well. Add honey and beat. 
Add one egg yolk at a time and 
beat. Sift dry ingredients and add 
alternately with the milk.

Wiggs repre- 
sents the United Shée Workers of 
America, who sent an attorney to 
advise Wiggs and Shinn. 

Shoemaker also was arrested by 
police who interrupted the fight, 
but was released a short time later 
because no charges were filed 
against him. However, Sheriff 
Glenn Neese of Pike County said 
a further investigation of the fight 
was being made by State’s Attor- 
ney Edwin Johnston, to determine 
whether any others were involved, 
and to prevent possible recurrences.

T0 PANAMA MA REQUESTED 


—— Asks aie to 
Correct Factors Which ‘Do 
Not Make for Friendship.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt asked Con- 
gress today for legislation grant- 
ing “certain concessions” to the 
Republic of Panama and correct- 
ing factors whith he said “do not 
make’ for confidence and friend- 
ship. between our two countries.” 


Specifically, he suggested in a 
message that the United States 


convey to Panama water and sew- 


age systems in the cities of Pan- 
ama and Colon; relinquish exten- 
sive real estate holdings ‘in these 
cities in so far as they are not 
essential: to operation and protec- 
tion of the Panama Canal, and 
liquidate a credit ‘of $2;500,000 
made available to Panama by the 
Export-Import Bank for construc- 
tion of Panama’s share of the 
Chorrera-Rio Hato Highway. The 
highway, Roosevelt said, is essen- 
tial to American defense require- 
ments. 

Calling — to Panama’s co- 
operation in the present interna- 
tional crisis, Roosevelt said this 
was “tangible evidence” that rela- 
tions between the two countries 
were based firmly upon “a .recog- 
nition of mutual interest and a 
disposition to assume common re- 
sponsibilities.” 

He added: 

“In my opinion, the time has 
come for this Government to make 
certain concessions which have 
been desired by the Republic of 
Panama over a period of years, 
and in this manner correct certain 
factors in the relations between 
the two countries which do not 
make for confidence and friend- 
ship between our two countries.”

CINCINNATI, Aug. 13 (AP), — 
Max Stephan, Detroit restaurant 
owner convicted of treason, asked: 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals today to save him from 
the’ hangman’s noose. Court offi- 
cials said they understood Steph- 
an’s counsel would ask the Appel- 
late Judges to hear the case at the 
opening session Oct. 5 to permit 
presentation of arguments before 
the Nov. 13 execution date. 


Stephan was convicted of speed- 
ing the flight of Oberleutnant Hans 
Peter Krug from a Canadian pris- 
on camp.. Krug was captured. in 
San Antonio, Tex., and testified, as 
a Government witness, against 
Stephan, that he reached the United 
States by paddling a stolen row- 
boat across the Detroit River with 
a board. 

Stephan cited 14 grounds in his 
appeal from United States District 
Court conviction, He contended the 
prosecution failed to have two com- 
petent witnesses to the ‘alleged act | 
of treasuon; that the indictment did 
not specifically charge him with 
adhering to and giving aid to the 
enemy, but to an individual: and 
that the judge and jury went be- 
yond the indictment in reaching a 
verdict and sentencing him.

If IS EASY to understand how 


the germ can be transmitted to 
humans from infected animals in 
their milk.

One physi- 
cian says he never knew a vet- 
erinary surgeon who had not had 
the disease or at least did not show 
an immune reaction to it. And 
farmers, butchers, dairymen, pack- 
ing house employes are especially 
susceptible to it. 

The acute form is characterized 
by a prolonged fever day after day 
that lasts often several months.

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Father George M. Link Loves the 


Woods and Is Happiest When 
Instructing Nature-Study Groups 
at Pere Marquette State

GRAFTON, IIL, Aug. 12. 

HE Rev. George M. Link is 

happy in the woods with wood- 

sy things and he is never hap- 
pier than when he is trying to 
make everybody happy in the 
woods with woodsy things. It is 
his job as naturalist of Pere Mar- 
quette State Park, near here, but 
it is more than his job. It is his 
high and holy mission, scarcely 
less high and holy than his min- 
istry at the little St. Michael’s 
Church at Michael, in Calhoun 
County. That is his parish, but, 
in a greater way, all outdoors is 
his parish, particularly Pere Mar- 


quette Park and the bluffs along . 


both sides of the Illinois River 
and the valley that lies between. 
Just now it is the water life to be 
found in the lakes and marshes of 
the valley that is engaging his-par- 
ticular interest and that of the na- 
ture study groups that he guides 
on wading parties there, 

It is all to his liking that the 
priest-naturalist has been trans- 
ferred from the larger parish here 
at Grafton to the tiny hamlet in 
the hills, for along the Calhoun 


County shore, in the lowlands that 


are often submerged, there is 
abundance of the wild life whose 
habitat is the still waters and the 
slime, There is a hint of gaiety 
_in what he calls his wading parties 
and the nature lovers who follow 
him do have a happy time, slog- 
ging through the mud and splash- 
ing through the water, but for a 
tenderfoot it is something. of an 
adventure as well. 


The women and a couple of men 
and the boys who went wading 
with Father Link one day last 
week were keen hunters. Heedless 
of the mud and water, they quest- 
ed, pouncing with delight upon the 
strange vegetation and the creep- 
ing things that they found and 
decking themselves with the beau- 
tiful flowers that grew out of the 
muck, : 

None of them, though, forgot that 
study was the purpose of the ex- 
ecursion. Father Link would not 
permit that, even if there was such 
an inclination, for while explora- 
tion is his delight, it is also his 
very serious mission. As, almost 
momentarily, a member of the 
party found something strange, it 
was brought at once to Father 
Link. As others gathered around, 
he first asked them to name it 
and gave points to the one who 
could. If nobody could, he named 
it himself and told about it. 


If it was something rare, he 
was greatly pleased, as when a 
boy brought him a ,honey ball 
madder. He touched it tenderly 
and held it aloft. Spherical flow- 
ers, he said, were rare. This one 
resembled the coffee plant. He 
gave points to the boy who had 
found a flower that is seldom 
found. 


Swamp rose mallows were all 
about. Most of the waders knew 
what they were, but the boy who 
said he thought they were “hi- 
biskets” did not get any points. 

The boy who discovered what 
he thought was a bird nest and 
started toward it and changed his 
mind when he got nearer and 


-founr that it was a wasp nest 


was not chided by Father Link. 
At that distance, he said, he could 
not tell the difference himself. 

Squirming crawdads of fearful 
mien clawed angrily with their 
pincers while they were held and 
examined and took it as an in- 
dignity when they were compelled 
to show how they backed into 
their holes. ; 


It was the dearest wish of the 
boys to find a snake or two to 
add to the specimens in captivity 
at the park. It was not until the 
wade was nearly over that shou’ 
from three boys who had pene- 
trated deepest into the marsh in- 
dicated that they had caught their 
snake. 


“It’s as big around as this stick,” 
announced the first boy who re- 
joined the group, “and I think it’s 
poisonous.” That made Father 
Link a little cautious. He called 
a warning to the boy who was 
bringing the snake, wrapped in a 
shirt, and took it from him and 
rolied it out on the ground. It 
was four feet long and abnormal 
in circumference by reason, ob- 
viously, of a recent fish dinner. 
At a glance Father Link pro- 
nounced it non-poisonous and the

boys proudly took turns at han- 

dling it. 

The wade ended among the wa- 
ter lilies, with* buds and blooms 
as the booty, but these were car- 
ried away with no greater glad- 
ness than the less beautiful but 
more fascinating finds that had 
been made. 

_ Members of the party who had 
waded out of sight were recalled 
by Father Link with his shouted 
‘Wahoo” and the return to the 
highway was made through a 
weed field which Father Link 
hopes will some day be the site 


-of a central nature study institute 


where research work can be pur- 
sued in a region that is rich in 
nature’s materials on a more 
thorough scale than now is pos- 
sible. 


T was not strange that the boys 

who went wading had been eager 

to catch a snake or two, for they 
know all about. the reptiles and 
have been taught by Father Link 
how to catch and handle them. 
Snakes had been among those 
present at a lecture given by Fa- 
ther Link just before the party 
started from the park. First they 
had been brought out to pése for 
their pictures and then they had 
been permitted to remain for the 
lecture and hear themselves talked 
about by Father Link in a casual 
aside. It was provoked by the 
nervousness of one of the boys 
who was holding one of the snakes, 
which was becoming restless. Fath- 
er Link glanced in that direction 
a time or two and then spoke 
quietly to the boy. “The snake,” he 
said, “knows that you are nervous: 
and that makes it nervous. Let me 
have it.” 

He took the snake from the boy 
and placed it in his lap, where 
it curled up and was still and its 
agitated breathing subsided, as the 
priest went on with the lecture. 

For the work that Father Link 
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1 doing, apart from his priestly 
duties, he has been preparing near- 
ly all hig life. When he was only 
16 years old he was conducting 
field trips for public high school 
students under the direction of O., 
D. Frank, professor of biology at 
Chicago University. He studied bird 
lore under T. E. Musselman, “the 
bird man,” of Quincy. He was in- 
structor in nature courses and co- 
director of the Summer School in 
Boy Guidance at Notre Dame un- 
der Brother Barnabus and Dr. 
Newland. He was superintendent of 
education of the Springfield dio- 
cese for seven years. For three 
years he was in charge of the 
400 acres of the wildlife sanctuary 
at Lake Springfield and for 10 
years was director of the Spring- 
field Nature League Association. 
When Dr. Coggeshall, superintend- 
ent of the State Museum at 
Springfield, went to Colorado, he 
suggested that Father Link be 
his successor and Gov. Horner 
asked him to take the post, but 
he preferred nature guide work 
and after looking around for a 
year he selected the Marquette 
Park area because of its extent, 
its richness in Indian lore, its wild- 
life of woods and water and the 
perpetuity that it promised. 

Four years ago he was appointed 
State Naturalist to conduct a cen- 
tral bureau of information on na- 
ture subjects at the park, to an- 
ewer the questions on nature sub- 
jects that came to various State 
officials. He took the post be- 
cause it would enable him to pur- 
sue research and the preparation 
of pamphlets, 

In his priestly function he was 
‘placed in charge of the Grafton 
parish, but he is happier now that 
he has been transferred to the 
smaller parish at. Michael, which 
is farther from the park but in 
the heart of the Calhoun County 
region which teems with wildlife. 

“The parish,” he says, “causes 
me no trouble ana consoles me no 
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end, and I love it.” The parishion- 


ers, mostly farm folk, love him in 
turn and are proud of him and 
willing for him to pursue his na- 
ture work without hampering him 
with exactions. He loves the life of 
the hamlet, hidden between the 
hills, where he can hear the dogs 
barking in the night and the 
roosters crowing at break of day. 
Mis home is there but he is not 
much at home, His office, as he 
says, is wherever he takes off his 
shoes. Not where he hangs up his 
hat, for he never wears a hat. 
He is a very busy man, with his 
teaching of nature guide groups, 
his establishing of scattered na- 
ture leagues, of which there are 
now eight, his conducting of the 
central bureau on natural history 


subjects, and his preparation and ° 


distribution of publications on sub- 
jects that are taught in a more 
general way in the public schools. 

His greatest pleasure is in meet- 
ing the nature study groups that 
come almost daily to the park and 
lecturing to them on subjects of 
their own choosing, for it is his 
custom to ask them what they are 
most interested in and make his 
lecture suit their interest. Equally 
at home on all nature subjects, 
the trend of a lecture is frequently 
changed by a question asked by 
one of his hearers. 


* * * 

N his way with the wading 
party last week he stopped the 
‘automobiles in the valley before 
crossing the river at Hardin and 
gave a roadside lecture on the 
geology of the region and the 
Indian, burial mounds on the 
rounded hills to the east, and told 
how the valley of the Illinois River 
was once the bed of the Missis- 
sippi River before its flow was di- 
verted by glaciers in the long ago. 
Visitors to the park are accom- 
modated according to their inter- 
ests and desires. For children 
there is planned a world of make 
believe, with sand for them to play 
in and pet animals for them to 
play with. There are hike leaders 
who guide those who merely want 
to ramble along the paths of the 
park. Mementoes are made from 
native materials. Nature treasure 
hunts are arranged in which the 
effort is to follow written direc- 
tions to trees or other objects at 
indicated locations, Bird censuses 
are taken at Easter and Christ-

What happened to South’s ridic- 
ulous three no trump contract was 
exactly what should have hap 
pened! 

West opened his fourth best 
spade. East won and returned 
the suit. On the fourth and fifth 
rounds which West merrily rattled 
off, East discarded low hearts 
which, of course, was an indirect 
request for a diamond shift. West 
laid down the diamond ace and 
followed with the nine spot; 
thereupon East cashed six dia- 
monds, South, at the end, sheep- 
ishly raked in two tricks, for a 
700 point penalty. 

North’s remarks, although point- 
ed, were hackneyed and need not 
be repeated. South defended him- 
self by mumbling that he would 
have run if he had been doubled 
(which brought an appreciative 
titter from the defenders). South 
further maintained that he had 
figured. six club tricks and had 
hoped that these would be enough 
if North had stoppers in the other 
suits. 

South’s hope had been a bit op- 
timistic. North had bid quite 
properly; in fact, exactly accord- 
ing to the book. (The opening 
bidder must raise his partner’s 
minor suit take-out when holding 
three and one-half or more honor 
tricks and the K-J-x, or better, of 
responder’s suit.) Obviously, 
North’s hand conformed exactly 
to these specifications. But the 
responder (in this case South) 
then must pass if unable to make 
a major suit or no trump bid, ex- 
cept with a very strong hand 
(three or more honor tricks), in 
which case he should rebid his 
suit. Of course, that word “un- 
able” may be ambiguous. My own 
opinion is that South was unable 
to bid three no trump without a 
face card in spades, hearts or dia- 
monds, but apparently South him- 
self thought otherwise!

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP).— 
When Harold L. Ickes, the Petro- 


Easterners who possibly could to 
change from the use of oil to coal, 
he hit Ickes, the householder, 
squarely in the furnace room. 


As an ordinary citizen of —* 
Olney, Md., Ickes is taking his own 
advice seriously, and he admitted 
today he holds a lot of sympathy | 
for about 1,250,000 other house- 


holders in the Kast, who, like him- 
self, depend on oil for warmth in 
winter. 

He thinks probably nobody is 
having more trouble than House- 
holder Ickes with this’ “conver- 
sion” business. In fact, he said 
he would stand for nomination as 
No. 1 example of persons per- 
plexed by his own conversion ad- 
monition, and he told why. 

No Room for Coal. 

Because of the peculiar construc- 
tion of his rambling country 
house, 25 miles from the capital, 
he expects the change from oil to 
coal could cost him from $1000 to 
$2500. 

Engineers have been probing 
around for weeks figuring on coal 
grates and on changing founda- 
tion walls to make storage room 
for coal. The grates have arrived, 
but Ickes isn’t sure yet that suf- 
ficient room can be made in the 
small basement for coal. And 
even if the conversion is completed, 
somebody’s got to carry the ashes 
from the basement by bucket—up 
a ladder, he said. 

But Ickes isn’t so much wor- 
ried about his own furnace prob- 
lem as he is about what other oil 
users are doing to convert. He 
said in an interview today he 
couldn’t understand why some 
folk were writing salty things 
about him because he, with presi- 
dential backing, warned that 
householders should change to 
coal-burning grates. 

“Every householder in the East 
with a heating system using oil 
should realize,” he said, “that the 
Government campaign to bring 
about conversion to the use of 
coal is in his interest, with the 
Government simply trying to 
make sure that he and his family 
do not suffer from cold this win- 
ter. 

“We are not trying to intimidate 
anybody. We are just telling peo- 
ple that there can be no assurance 
they will get sufficient oi] to heat 
their homes. I don’t feel I'm be- 
ing “pushed around,” but I am try- 
ing to convert my furnace so I'll 


be sure to have heat this winter.
